a pair of opposing sidewalls each having a top end and a bottom end; 

a base portion extending between and connecting said bottom ends of said pair 

of opposing sidewalls; 

a scoop portion extending between and connecting said top ends of said pair of 

opposing sidewalls; 

a pair of opposing flaps coupled to and e xtending generaUy inwardly from said 
pair of opposing sidewalls toward a centerline of the lacrosse head each flap having an, 
upper portion attached to a respective one of said oair of sidewalls and a lowg 
portion; and 

a netting coupled to said lower portion of said p air of opposing flaps, such tfiat 
said lower portions remain spaced apart from one another; 

wherein said pair of opposing flaps is utilized for channeling a lacrosse ball into 
a decreased pod:et size area of said netting for improving throwing accuracy and 
enhancing ball retention of the lacrosse head. 

Qaim 2 (Original): The Ucrosse head of claim 1 wherein said pair of opposing 
flaps has a plurality of string holes formed therein for receiving said netting aiui 
attaching said netting to the lacrosse head. 

Qaim 3 (Currently Amended): The lacrosse head of claim 1 wherein said pair of 
opposing sidewalls, said base portion, and said scoop portion form a on e-piece inteaal 
frame . 



Qaim 4 (Currently Amended); The lacrosse head of daim 3 wherein said one- 
piece integral frame further includes said pair of opposing flaps as integral integrally 
parts extending from said pair of opposing sidewalls, 
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Qaim 5 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 1 wherein said pair of opposing 
sidewalk includes a plurality of openings for receiving said netting and further 
attaching said netting to the lacrosse head. 

Claim 6 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 1 wherein said pair of opposing 
flaps is contoured substontially similar to said pair of opposing sidewalls. 

Claim 7 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 1 wherein said netting is at least 
one of a traditional pocket and a mesh pocket 

Qaim 8 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 7 wherein said traditional pocket 
includes less than four thongs, 



Qaim 9 (Currently Amended): A lacrosse head, comprising: 

a pair of opposing sidewalls each having a top end and a bottom end; 

a base portion extending between and connecting said bottom ends of said pair 

of opposing sidewalls; 

a scoop portion extending between and connecting said top ends of said pair of 

opposing sidewalb; 

a pair of opposing flaps coupled to and e xtending generally inwardly from said 
pair of opposing sidewalls toward a centerline of the lacrosse head, said pair of 
opposing flaps also extending generally [rearwardly] downward ly to a distance below 
Si Tnwpf rtrr\ of each of [[fxom]] said pair of opposing sidewalls; and 

a netting coupled to said pair of opposing flaps; 

wherein said pair of opposing flaps is utilized for channeling a lacrosse ball into 
a decreased pocket size area of said netting for improving throwing accuracy and 
enhancing ball retention of the lacrosse head. 
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Qaim 10 (Qrigiiial): The lacrosse head of claim 9 wherein said pair of opposing 
flaps has a plurality of string holes formed therein for receiving said netting and 
attaching said netting to the lacrosse head, 

Claim 11 (Currently Amended): The lacrosse head of claim 9 wherein said pair 
of opposing sidewalls, said base portion, said scoop portion, and said p^y 9^ opposing 
flaps form a one-piece integral frame. 



Qaim 12 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 11 wherein said one-piece 
integral frame is comprised of a plastic material. 

Claim 13 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 12 wherein said pair of opposing 
flaps is contoured substantially similar to said pair of opposing sidewalls. 

Qaim 14 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 9 wherein said netting is at least 
one of a traditional pocket and a mesh pocket. 

Claim 15 (Original): The lacrosse head of claim 9 wherein said traditional pocket 
includes less than four thoxxgs. 



Claim 16 (Currently Amended): A lacrosse head, comprising: 

a pair of opposing sidewalls each having a top end and a bottom end; 

a base portion extending between and connectiivg said bottom ends of said pair 

of opposing sidewalls; 

a scoop portion extending between and connecting said top ends of said pair of 

opposing sidewalls; 

a pair of opposing deflecting members respectively extending from [[flaps
